Tn the readjustment of tha photo-
piay business, which is said to be
about due, some consideration must
Be glven the manner In which spe-
@lal features are put before th> pub-
¥c so that some protection can be

given the owner of the legitimate
theater who Is compelled by ths
producer to charge more than the
regular pleture price for his exhi-
bition

There  jsn't  the slightest doubt
bt that on Iincreased admission
rats s perfectly justified In the

ense of cortain productions. While
we may have our own opinion as to
the ndvisability of the § pleture—
thua putting it squarely In compe-
titlon with the wvery heat class of
the spoken drama and stirring up
an antagonism for which there
2o*ma to bhe no necesgity—there len't
the slighteal doubt but that some
pletures cost o much to produce
that a higher price than 10 cente ia
perfectly reasonable when the ple-
ture ia first shown,

The point is thdt the welkara of
pictures of this class are not quits
as exclusive as they should be and
that after a month or morn of ex-
hibitlon at the high rate they wiil
then tent the film at & rats that
will permit its being shown at 10
cents, and will thus lower the dig-
nity of their own product.

The test
for dirt, however, Is a very simple at-
ter. If you will place a small flat bunch
of clean abaorbent cotton on the outiet
of un ordinary clean funnel and allow a
pint of the suspected milk to filter slow-
Iv through this, any dirt or sediment
will collect on the cotton und may be
readily seen against the white surface.
Mure milk showes scarcely  Jdiscernible
traces when flltered in this way, We
